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WESTINGHOUSE WILL RESUME 
PRODUCTION OF APPLIANCES 
‘IN FEW WEEKS AFTER WAR’ 


PITTSBURGH—‘Within a few weeks after 
the war” manufacture of electrical appliances 
will be resumed by Westinghouse Electric & 
Mfg. Co., A. W. Robertson, chairman, told 
officers and managers at their recent annual 
conference. 

Although the company’s appliance division 
has been converted completely to war, its pro- 
duction men have planned the present manu- 
facturing layouts so that they can be rear- 
ranged quickly for mass production of ap- 
pliances, Mr. Robertson revealed. Since tools 
and dies are available, ‘we will be able to 
resume production of electrical appliances for 
the home, such as electric refrigerators and 
ranges, within a few weeks after the war,” 
he said. 

Company officials believe, according to Mr. 
Robertson, that the necessary readjustment 
period should be no more difficult than the 
nation’s adjustment to wartime conditions, 
that the pent-up demand for goods will be 
“unprecedented,” and that purchasing power 
in cash, bonds, and credit will be greater than 
ever. 

During the first year of peace there will be 
no revolutionary design changes in appliances, 
for this branch of the industry will be con- 
centrating on supplying goods to meet imme- 
diate consumer demands, he declared. 

“Our planning is being done with the aim 
to keep our expanded production capacity 
occupied after the war, so far as possible, so 
that we can provide work for the greatly 
increased numbers the company employs,” 
Mr. Robertson explained. 

Westinghouse employs today more than 
106,000 people, compared with a pre-war total 
of less than 50,000, while production is roughly 
four times the average prevailing before Pearl 
Harbor, Mr. Robertson said. Orders received 
during the first nine months of 1943 totaled 
$766,996,571 net, as contrasted with the simi- 
lar 1939 period total of $153,976,777. 


COPPER TUBING CONTROL 
DROPPED FROM M-9-C-4 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Supplementary 
Copper Order M-9-C-4 was amended Oct. 19 
by the War Production Board so that it no 
longer applies to copper pipe, tubing, or 
fittings used for installation of air condition- 
ing, refrigeration, or industrial processing 
systems. 

Control of copper for refrigeration and air 
conditioning is now under Orders L-126, L-38, 
and L-5 as a result of this amendment. 

The revised M-9-C-4 order is still applicable, 
however, to copper or copper base alloy pipe, 
tubing, or fittings for installations of plumb- 
ing, heating, or cooking purposes, WPB ad- 
vises. 


‘Heavy’ Cooling 
Moved to Jersey 
By Westinghouse 


JERSEY CITY, N. J.—All heavy 
duty air conditioning and industrial 
refrigeration manufacture is being 
transferred from the East Spring- 
field, Mass. works of Westinghouse 
Electric & Mfg. Co. to the Westing- 
house Electric Elevator Co.’s plant 
here, where it will be managed by 
Ross Rathbun, formerly general sales 
manager of the elevator company, 
announces George H. Bucher, presi- 
dent. 

The East Springfield works will 
continue to manufacture lighter air 
conditioning, commercial refrigera- 
tion units, and household refrig- 
erators, however, it was stated. 

The move is being made to pre- 
pare for postwar expansion of air 
conditioning activities, Mr. Bucher 
explained. ‘We believe that air con- 
ditioning will become a more im- 
portant industry in postwar America, 
and it is our intention that West- 
inghouse shall continue as one of 
the major producers in the field,” 
he added. 

An important reason for making 
this shift at this time, Mr. Bucher

Revised L-5-d Requires 
New Reporting Forms 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Limitation 
Order L-5-d controlling the distribu- 
tion of released domestic mechanical 
refrigerators was revised by the War 
Production Board on Oct. 23 to elimi- 
nate the Army and Navy from the 
“preferred list” and to change many 
of the official forms on which trans- 
fers of refrigerators must be re- 
ported. 

Preference in sales is now given 
only to the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission or the War Shipping Admin- 
istration, and the refrigerators so 
transferred are limited to shipboard 
use. 

Dealers, independent distributors or 
any other person.not a manufacturer 
or “affiliated distributor’ may still 
transfer new mechanical units which 
they had in inventory at 10 a.m., Feb. 
14, 1942, but the transferee must

WMC Mapping 
Training Course 
For Service Men 


Local Councils Proposed 


To Handle Training 
And Other Problems 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Further 
progress has been made on the plans 
for a nation-wide training program 
for refrigeration servicemen, it was 
revealed last week by W. R. Kromer, 
Director of Refrigeration Training 
for the National Refrigeration Serv- 
ice Manpower Committee and Con- 
sultant to the Bureau of Training of 
the War Manpower Commission. 

During the past two weeks Mr. 
Kromer has been working with rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau of Train- 
ing, the Curriculum Division of the 
U. S. Office of Education, Vocation 
War Training Program department, 
planning a standing course of train- 
ing for refrigeration repairmen. 

When approved this course and 
standard text materials will be made 
available to the local vocational 
schools throughout the country for 
training refrigeration servicemen 
through local programs developed by 
Local Emergency Refrigeration Serv- 
ice Councils. It is expected that most 
of the training given will be of a 
supplementary type geared closely to 
training given on the job. 

The overall program being de- 
veloped by the Training Committee 
of the War Council will also utilize 
the service and facilities of other 
government training agencies affili- 
ated with the War Manpower Com- 
mission. These agencies are the 
Training Within Industry Service, 
Apprentice Training Service, and the 
Engineering, Science Management 
War Training program of the U. S. 
Office of Education. 

Mr. Kromer’s idea is to create 
Local Emergency Refrigeration Coun- 
cils composed of representatives from 
the industry in each area where man- 
power problems exist. These Local 
Councils will probably break down 
into several sub-committees, which 
will be given special assignments 
such as deferments, training, prices, 
and wages.

WMC, WPB to Set Up A.M.C. Denies Charges Shifts to Refrigeration 


Local Committees on 
Labor & Production 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—To _ inte- 
grate production needs with man- 
power resources wherever and when- 
ever conditions of urgency may de- 
velop any place in the country, the 
War Production Board and the War 
Manpower Commission have _ an- 
nounced plans for the formation of 
two local committees to deal spe- 
cifically with these problems as they 
arise, according to Charles E. Wil- 
son, executive vice chairman of 
WPB. 


An Area Production Urgency Com- 
mittee, primarily under the control 
of WPB, will be established in 
“urgency” areas to determine which 
production in the area is of most 
importance. This will usually be done 
on a plant by plant basis. 


An Area Manpower Priorities Com- 
mittee, primarily under the control 
of the WMC, is to be set up to ad- 
vise the United States Employment 
Service on the shifting of manpower 
from the scarce supply “to those 
plants where it will have the greatest 
impact on the war effort.” 

These committees will also co- 
operate with the Office of Civilian 
Requirements in recommending the 
need for adjustment of civilian pro- 
duction and services, as well as en- 
gaging in straight war production 
activities, it was announced. 

The plan will be extended from 
time to time to other areas. An im- 
portant phase of the plan is that the 
area involved will be given almost 
entire responsibility for solving its 
problem. 

Production Urgency Committees 
have already been established in 
eight areas: San Diego, Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, Calif.; Portland, 
Ore.; Seattle, Wash.; Hartford, 
Conn.; Akron, Ohio; and Detroit. 

Area Manpower Priorities Com- 
mittees are also operating in the 
above areas, and in Buffalo, N. Y. 
and Louisville, Ky. 


Service Man Training 
Plans Near Completion

The sub-committee on training will 
work with representatives of the 
WMC Division of Training in the 
states and communities throughout 
the country in formulating local pro- 
grams. 

Other sub-committees would work 
closely with the training committee 
and handle the related manpower 
problems with the appropriate gov- 
ernment agencies such as Selective 
Service, War Labor Board, OPA, and 
others. 

Under a tentative arrangement 
with the Council of Electric Operat- 
ing Companies, the Local Emergency 
Refrigeration Councils are to be or- 
ganized by officials of the local power 
companies throughout the country, 
who will serve in the capacity of 
coordinators.

WASHINGTON, D. C.— Denials 
that Associated Merchandising Corp. 
and its 21 member department stores 
have violated the Robinson-Patman 
Act in connection with their purchase 
of merchandise have been filed with 
the Federal Trade Commission in 
answer to FTC charges against the 
group. 

The answers aver that if any sell- 
ers have sold merchandise to the 
respondent stores at prices or on 
terms different from those accorded 
to competitors of the respondent 
stores, such differences, if any, were 
the result of the different function 
performed and services rendered by 
the respondents and made no more 
than due allowance for differences in 
the cost of manufacture, sale, or 
delivery resulting from the different 
methods and quantities in which such 
merchandise was sold and delivered 
to the respondents; and that the dif- 
ferences reflected price changes made 
in response to changing conditions 
affecting the market. 

The respondent stores also assert 
that the designation “preferred re- 
sources” is a term used merely for 
convenience of A.M.C. to apply to a 
manufacturer, producer, or supplier 
who has been selected by A.M.C. as 
one of its resources; and that such 
selection is not binding upon the 
respondent members who exercise 
full discretion to choose any resource 
they desire or to refrain from pur- 
chasing from any resource selected 
by A.M.C. 

Hearings on the charges will be 
held in the near future.

Hint OCR May Take Over 
WPB Consumer’s Branch 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Despite of- 
ficial denials, it is rumored here 
that the functions of the consumers’ 
goods bureau of the War Production 
Board may be taken over by the 
Office of Civilian Requirements, for 
within the past 10 days three of the 
top four executives in the WPB con- 
sumers bureau have resigned. 

Latest to leave was Lewis S. 
Greenleaf, Jr., director of the bureau, 
who followed by a day the “depar- 
ture” of Frank L. Walton of WPB’s 
textile, clothing, and leather goods 
branch. Last week William S. Ham- 
mensley, division director, resigned. 
Only N. C. Burleigh, in charge of 
service equipment, remains. 

For some time there has been a 
sharp conflict, it is said here, be- 
tween the consumers goods division 
and OCR, with OCR charging that 
its mandates, so far as civilian goods 
are concerned, were not being carried 
out as OCR intended them to be. 

Unofficial Washington is now won- 
dering whether the series of resigna- 
tions might result in another Con- 
gressional investigation of WPB, 
such as that which followed the 
resignation last year of Robert R. 
Guthrie, Greenleaf’s immediate prede- 
cessor. 

In connection with OCR’s charges 
against the WPB consumers bureau, 
it is interesting to note that only 
last week Leo J. Heer, vice president 
of the National Retail Furniture 
Assn., warned a conference of the 
group meeting in New York City 
that consumers and retailers have 
not yet felt the full impact of cur- 
tailed production, thanks to “fat” 
merchandise inventories which ex- 
isted when the country went to war. 

For at least six months, merchants 
should soft-pedal their selling tactics,

Transfer of manufacturing equip- 
ment from East Springfield to Jersey 
City is underway and will be com- 
pleted as soon as possible, and some 
of the key personnel in the air con- 
ditioning division will be moved to 
Jersey City also, it was announced. 

Manufacturing facilities at the 
Jersey City plant are ideally adapted 
to the manufacture of heavy, tailor- 
made air conditioning and industrial 
refrigeration . units, Mr. Rathbun 
stated, whereas the Springfield works 
has been devoted entirely to the 
manufacture of mass-production ap- 
pliances in peacetime and similarly 
produced devices of war, except for 
those custom-built air conditioning 
units. 

The Westinghouse Electric Ele- 


vator Co., for its production of 
elevators, gun mounts, and other 
heavy war items, was one of the 


first companies in America to re- 
ceive the Army-Navy “E” pennant, 
to which was recently added its third 
star. 

Mr. Rathbun, a graduate of Dakota 
Wesleyan university, did post-gradu- 
ate work in electrical engineering at 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, following which he became 
chief engineer of the Madera Co., 
Ltd., in Chihuahua, Mexico.

Soldiers Convert 
Scrap Metal 
Into an Icebox 


CAMP PICKETT, Va.—The 284th 
Quartermaster Refrigeration Co. has 
constructed an underground icebox 
to keep fruits and vegetables crisp 
and fresh. Constructed solely of sal- 
vage materials, the dugout is 12 feet 
long, six feet wide and seven feet 
deep. It has been insulated with 
layers of sawdust separating the 
wooden walls from the clay-like soil 
of the area. 

A coil refrigeration unit has been 
installed in the roof of the box which 
makes it possible to maintain a con- 
stant temperature of 55° F. During 
the experimental period, the machine 
was turned off and the temperature 
rose to 85° F. 

Prior to the building of the under- 
ground ice box, fruits and vegetables 
would become spoiled in 24 hours. 
The refrigeration unit itself was 
originally used for instruction pur- 
poses while the men were learning 
the fundamentals of refrigeration. 


The door, separating the dugout 
from the outdoor temperatures, is 
lined with three inches of saw- 
dust and weighs approximately 200 
pounds. In addition to the main door 
downstars, which operates on hand- 
made hinges, another one at ground 
level has been constructed which 
opens and closes on the release of a 
pulley rope. 

A wooden floor placed 16 inches 
above the earthy bottom of the ice 
room permits stored ice to drip, 
without accumulating and soaking 
the entire floorspace of the room. 


The refrigeration training platoon 
installed the equipment within the 
dugout including the refrigeration 
unit and electric lighting.

ROCKFORD, Ill.—Too much of the 
service man’s time is wasted because 
manufacturers of compressors and 
other parts demand receipt of the 
defective unit before shipping a new 
part, complained service men attend- 
ing the sixth annual convention of 
the Illinois Refrigeration Service 
Engineers Society held Oct. 16 and 
17 at Hotel Nelson here. 


The complaint was made during 
the general discussion of present 
problems held on the opening day, 
when the service men talked with 
representatives of manufacturers and 
jobbers. 


While the members reported that 
materials for replacement parts in 
general are coming through better 
now than they have in the past, the 
service men agreed that they should 
not have to waste time on replace- 
ments. Instead of shipping the de- 
fective part back to the factory, 
they should send with their order a 
certificate to the effect that they 
would dispose of unusable materials 
themselves, the service men _ sug- 
gested. 

Earl Seaton, president of the Illi- 
nois R.S.E.S., opened the second day’s 
meeting Sunday, Oct. 17, which 
featured a talk by E. J. Plesskott, 


international president of the R.S.E.S. 

Following a luncheon which was 
attended by 125, Herman Goldberg, 
manufacturers’ representative from 
Chicago, discussed “Refrigeration 
Service Now and After the War.” 
(Mr. Goldberg’s talk will be pub- 
lished in the next regular issue of 
the NEwSs). 

G. E. Graff of Ranco spoke extem- 
poraneously on “News and Views,” 
and the meeting closed with an ad- 
dress by Clarence Buschkopf, inter- 
national vice president of R.S.E.S. 

During the convention members 
elected new officers for the coming 
year. President is C. Stumpf of 
Aurora; vice president, Archie Fait 
of Springfield; second vice president, 
Henry Jennis of Rockford; treasurer, 
John Sakey of Springfield; secre- 
tary, Meyer Axelrod of Chicago; and 
sergeant-at-arms, John Hamilton of 
Bloomington. 

To increase membership of the 
association, members voted to drop 
the state limits, thus permitting 
chapters outside of Illinois to join 
the Illinois association.

SWPC Plan Makes Loans 
To Small Business 
‘More Convenient’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Albert M. 
Carter, Acting Chairman and Execu- 
tive Director of Smaller War Plants 
Corp. has announced a new loan 
system which will put approved loan 
funds more conveniently at the dis- 
posal of small business concerns en- 
gaged in the production of war ma- 
terial or essential civilian require- 
ments. 


Under this new plan, which will 


become effective Nov. 1, the Regional ©= 


Loan Agents of Smaller War Plants 
Corp. will enter into repurchase 
agreements up to 100% with banks 
on loans of $25,000 or less where 
banks agree to close and service the 
loans. The interest rate shall be 4% 
on that part of the loan which is 
carried at the risk of the SWPC 
with the banks paying 1% per an- 
num as repurchase charge to SWPC. 

It brings into even closer harmony 
the banks of the country and SWPC, 
which have been working hand in 
hand to aid small business. Last 
June the American Bankers Associa- 
tion and the SWPC issued a joint 
statement of active cooperation, and 
recently A. L. M. Wiggings, newly 
elected president of the A.B.A. heart- 
ily approved this new policy. 


Nothing in this new procedure 
shall be interpreted as modifying 
previously established policy of hav- 
ing all loans first made available to 
the applicant’s local bank under 
such bank’s normal standards. 


In effect the newly devised plan 
will work like this: 

Regional Loan Agents of SWPC 
in the 14 regions throughout the 
country have the authority to make 
loans up to $25,000 without consult- 
ing Washington. 

The operator of a small business 
makes an application for a loan of 
$25,000 or less to the SWPC Loan 
Agent in his district. Meeting the 
necessary requirements, the appli- 
cant is then asked to designate a 
specific bank in the community from 
whom he would like to make the 
loan. The applicant and the SWPC 
Loan Agent then go together to the 
bank, arrange for the loan and SWPC 
will enter into a repurchase agree- 
ment up to 100%. 

Regulations governing these loans 
are to be as follows: 

1. All applications where more 
than 25% will be used to pay any 
financial institutions, lending agency, 
fixed or other funded debt retirement 
shall be sent to the Washington office 
for action by the Board of Directors. 

2. The applicant shall absorb all 
out-of-pocket expenses necessary to 
closing the loan. 

3. The borrower shall state that he 
has not paid, and that he will not 
pay, any fee, commission, or bonus 
for obtaining this loan. 

4. The bank shall pay repurchase 
agreement charge of 1% per annum 
at the end of each quarterly period. 

5. The bank shall agree to exercise 
reasonable supervision over the ac- 
tivities of borrower which may affect 
the loan.

Hermetic Development 


Traced by Money for 
Chicago A.S.R.E. 


CHICAGO — The development of 
hermetic compressors was traced for 
members of the Chicago section of 
American Society of Refrigerating 
Engineers by Roland C. Money, chief 
refrigeration engineer of Crosley 
Corp. at the group’s meeting held 
Oct. 14 at the Drake hotel. Willis 
Stafford, director of instruction of 
Commercial Trades Institute, Bloom- 
ington, Ill, also spoke, describing 
how soldiers are trained in refrig- 
eration. 

Using slides, Mr. Money showed 
the gradual evolution of hermetically 


sealed compressors, and _ included 
various early patents. The biggest 
problem confronting the industry, 


after a_ satisfactory design was 
finally achieved, Mr. Money said, was 
the maintenance of the necessarily 
close tolerances in manufacture, and 
the suppression of noise. 


Very close tolerances in the piston- 
cylinder assembly, which still per- 
mitted sufficient lubrication, solved 
the noise problem, he said. Two 
other problems were the proper seal- 
ing of the unit and complete de- 
hydration. New welding techniques 
had to be developed, Mr. Money 
declared, to provide satisfactory seal- 
ing. 

How men in the armed forces are 
being trained as refrigeration serv- 
ice and maintenance men was out- 
lined by Mr. Stafford, who directs 
the course of instruction provided by 
the Army through Commercial 
Trades Institute at Bloomington. 
Many slides showing the large 
amount of equipment used at the 
school were exhibited by Mr. Stafford 
to illustrate his talk. 


Turkeys For Soldiers 
Planned by Contractors 


DETROIT—Refrigeration Contrac- 
tors Association of Detroit is asking 
for the support of all service and 
installation contractors in the De- 
troit area for its plan to provide for 
the purchasing and serving of tur- 
keys to members of the armed 
forces on Christmas Day at the De- 
troit U.S.O. headquarters. 

Ben Hyatt was named chairman of 
the committee in charge of arrange- 
ments for this project, and is request- 
ing a donation of $10 or more from 
all service and installation contrac- 
tors in the Detroit area to give those 
in the armed forces a Christmas Day 
turkey dinner. 

At the last meeting of the Refrig- 
eration Contractors Association of 
Detroit the by-laws of the Associa- 
tion were amended, increasing the 
initiation fees to $25, same to be- 
come effective on Dec. 1, 1943. Any 
applications received for membership 
prior to this date will be accepted 
with an initiation fee of $10. 

The Detroit association is also 
working on a pooling arrangement 
on calls in an effort to cut the use 
of gasoline to a minimum. The plan 
may call for a transferring of calls 


from one zone to another within the 


city. 


Galbreath Named Chief 
Of Metal Institute 


CLEVELAND—Appointment of W. 
W. Galbreath as_ executive  vice- 
president of the Pressed Metal In- 
stitute is announced by George E. 
Whitlock of Mullins Mfg. Co., presi- 
dent of the Institute. 

For many years. president of 
Alliance Porcelain Products Co., Mr. 
Galbreath is well known in the steel 
and stamped metal industries. In his 
new post, he will give special di- 
rective to Institute post-war prob- 
lems and planning. 

Headquarters of the Pressed Metal 
Institute have been transferred from 
New York to Cleveland in order to 
facilitate service to members and to 
expedite the work of Research Com- 
mittee now being organized. The 
Cleveland office is located at 829 
Union Commerce Bldg. 

Stressing the importance of re- 
search in planning for the future, 
Mr. Galbreath states that the re- 
cently organized Research Division 
of the Institute will be primarily con- 
cerned with opportunities for pressed 
metal in post-war production, and 
speeding up redesign and conversion 
activities of individual members of 
the Institute. 


WPB Liberalizes Use of Copper for 
Domestic Washing Machine Parts 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—As a part 


- of the program of the Office of 


Civilian Requirements to increase the 
availability of repair parts for house- 
hold appliances, the War Production 
Board announced recently the liber- 
alization of the use of copper for 
domestic washing machine parts. 

Order L-6, which covers domestic 
laundry equipment, was amended to 
permit a manufacturer to produce 
specific repair parts made of copper 
or copper base alloy. Previous re- 
strictions prohibited the use of copper 
for these purposes except by special 
authorization. List “A” of the revised 
order names the repair parts for 
which copper may now be used. 

Purchasers of copper repair parts 
must turn in a similar used part or 
an equal amount of copper or copper 
base alloy scrap. 

The order permits a manufacturer 
to maintain an inventory of repair 
parts equal to his sales in the first 
six months of 1943. 

The order also permits assembly 
of domestic washing machines, when 
specifically approved by WPB, from 
the limited stocks of pre-fabricated 
parts in inventory for the Maritime 
Commission and the War Shipping 
Administration for use on shipboard 
and in seamen’s organizations. A 
large portion of these machines will 
be used on tankers and merchant 
vessels and in seamen’s organizations 
overseas. 

Previous restrictions limited as- 
sembly of domestic washing ma- 
chines to those assembled from pre- 
fabricated parts for use by the 
Armed Forces. 

The general copper order, M-9-c, 
was revised Oct. 4, 1943, to make 
this action possible and Order L-6-c 
was revoked. 

DOMESTIC LAUNDRY EQUIPMENT 


Section 3291.25. General Limitation Or- 
der L-6 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

§ 3291.25 General Limitation Order L-6— 
(a) Definitions. For the purposes of this 
order: 

(1) “Domestic laundry equipment” 
means washing machines and 


of domestic laundry equipment to a 
greater extent than this order does, the 
other order shall govern unless it states 
otherwise. 

(g) Appeals. Any appeal from the pro- 
visions of this order shall be filed on 
Form WPB-1477 (formerly PD-500) with 
the field office of the War Production 
Board for the district in which is located 
the plant or branch of the appellant to 
which the appeal relates. 

(h) Violations. Any person who wil- 
fully violates any provision of this order, 
or who, in connection with this order, 
wilfully conceals a material fact or fur- 
nishes false information to any depart- 
ment or agency of the United States, is 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
may be punished by fine or imprison- 
ment. In addition, any such person may 
be prohibited from making or obtaining 
further deliveries of, or from processing 
or using, material under priority control 
and may be deprived of priorities as- 
sistance. 

(i) Communications. All reports to be 
filed and all other communications con- 
cerning this order, except appeals, should 
be addressed to the War Production 
Board, Consumers Durable Goods Di- 
vision, Washington 25, D. C., Ref.: L-6,

-(2) “Manufacturer” means any person 
engaged in the production or assembly 
of domestic laundry equipment or re- 
placement or repair parts for domestic 
laundry equipment. 

(3) “Special order” 
for domestic laundry equipment stating 
on its face that the equipment is for 
shipboard use, or any order which is to 
be delivered to or for the account of the 
Army, Navy, United States Maritime 
Commission or War Shipping Administra- 
tion. It also means any order for domestic 
laundry equipment to be delivered to or 
for the account of Army or Marine Corps 
Post Exchanges, Navy or Coast Guard 
Ships Service Departments and War Ship- 
ping Administration Training Organiza- 
tion Ships’ Service activities, when the 
equipment purchased is not to be resold 
by those exchanges, departments or ac- 
tivities. 

(b) Restrictions on production and de- 
livery of domestic laundry equipment. 
(1) No manufacturer shall produce or 
assemble any domestic laundry equipment 
except as authorized by the War Produc- 
tion Board in response to an application 
by letter. 

(2) The War Production Board will 
usually not approve production of any 
domestic laundry equipment except wash- 
ing machines from fabricated parts in 
manufacturers’ inventories prior to Jan. 
1, 1943, and will approve this production 
or assembly only in such quantities as 
shall be determined to fill special orders. 
Upon request, the War Production Board 
will inform any manufacturer of the pro- 
duction authorized. 

(3) No manufacturer shall deliver any 
new domestic laundry equipment except 
as authorized by the War Production 
Board in writing to fill special orders. 
This restriction does not apply to ironing 
machines. 

(c) Restrictions on the production of 
repair and replacement parts. (1) No 
manufacturer shall use in the production 
of repair parts for agitator type washers, 
automatic type washers, spinner’ type 
washers, or vacuum cup type washers, 
any copper or copper base alloy except 
in the production of replacement or re- 
pair parts on List A. 

(2) No manufacturer shall produce any 
repair or replacement parts for domestic 
laundry equipment if, as the result of 
such production, he will have more parts 
of the type produced in his inventory 
than he sold during the first six months 
of the calendar year 1943. 

(d) Restrictions on the delivery of re- 
pair or replacement parts. No manufac- 
turer shall sell any repair or replacement 
part for domestic laundry equipment con- 
— copper or copper base alloy unless

(1) Delivers it to fill a special order, 
or for export; or 

(2) Obtains a similar used part or is 
informed that an amount of copper and 
copper base alloy equivalent to the 
amount of the metal and alloy in the 
part he is selling has been scrapped. 

(e) Reports. Each manufacturer author- 
ized to produce or assemble domestic 
laundry equipment must file monthly with 
the War Production Board, Form WPB-
